WHEREAS, the labor movement has an important stake in the 
maintenance of law and order and in the use of firm measures by 
goverument to prevent self-appointed groups from taking the law into 
their own hands for any purpose whatsoever, and

seattered throughout the United States, such self-appointed groups 
have assumed the power of government, and even now continue to do 
80, displacing the established local authorities, frequently with the tacit 
approval of the latter, thus making it apparent that the highest gov- 
ernmental authority must have power to step in to prevent the 
practice of lynching where local authorities fail, therefore be it 

RESOLVED, that this conference endorses the principle of a 
Federal anti-lynching bill designed to protect all persons, whatever

Soup or other I should like to spend a few weeks 
in Washington and devote my time there to study- 
ing the Congressmen who are members of the Progres- 
sive bloc.

LAS, that I, who have warned all of you against the 
(capitalist) newspapers, should get hung on that 
particular hook! 

Some time ago, when I wrote a column about a re- 
port delivered at the convention of psychologists et Min- 
neapolis, I took the Scripps-Howard “Science Service” 
too much for granted. I bawled out Maurice H. Krout 
for saying that “radicals” get that way because, in in- 
fancy, they didn’t like to have thejr necks ‘washed. 


Well, I received a letter from the good Dr. Krout, 
and while, with important modifications, he still sticks by his neck- 
washing analysis—and I am yet unconvinced that such recondite 
data reveal anything more than a Jaudable curiosity by a zealou 
psychologist, the main point is that the Scripps-Howard service is not 
to be believed. . 

Dr. Krout was psychologist enough to know that, he tells me— 
“and had expected that the reacticnary press would exploit my ma- 
terial,” he says. “Hence I refused, for example, to submit my paper 
to the N. Y. Sunday Journal-American.” But he was surprised at our 
use of “a bidsed press review.” 

1 had seen the write-up of the Science Service representative,” 
he adds, “and I had protested against it. It was mailed out in spite 
of the fact that I had asked for certain lines to be removed as mis- 
leading. I objected to the statement relative to washing, holds that 
‘this statement particularly would be grossly misinterpreted.” 

Dr. Krout telis in detail how “objective data” were gathered and in- 
terpreted.. There were three kinds of data,” he says. “Those showing 
similarities between radicals and non-radicals; those showing certain 
advantages in the development of radicals, as, for example, the fact that 
radicals tend to be more realistic or less introverted; and data pointing 
to the existence of trends in the development of radical personalities 
which cannot be considered favorable. 

“Most of these have to do with miserable conditions at home, and 
parent-child conflicts, which determine the personalities of adult 
radicals, even if they do not entirely account for them. There art two 
factors accounting for radical attitudes: first, psychologically conducive 
situations, represented by inter-parental, parent-child and inter-sibling 
conflicts; and, second, socially harmiul economic conditions.”

first factor, in most cases, if It is not his second factor? Se Why not say 
sd, and search further for such first factor causes as are not ascribabie 
to his second factor? Why beat about the bush in the name of profun- 
atv? 
„ever, he proceeds on sounder ground to say that radical move- 
nents should not be confounded with the radical personalities who enter 
into these movements. The historical dynamisms which lead up to 
politico-economic changes are not even similar to the developmental 
dynamisms which account for the attitudes which radical personalities 
assume. This is an error which a Freud might make. but which I canno+ 
possibly accept.” * 

“My paper makes this distinction clear. Finally, my study was not 
meant to give aid or comfort to the enemies of social progress. The 
chauvinist, the 100 percenter, the fascist, will derive little pleasure from 
my study if he but reads it to the end. 

“Incidentally,” conciuded Dr. Krout in a blaze of illumination, “the 
term ‘radicals’ as used in my study, refers almost exclusively to the 
*Yipsels, Socialists and Trotzkyists, who made up 77 per cent of my 
radical group. Communists differ from Socialists not only in theoreticai 
viewpoint, but in my judgment, also in temperamental make-up.”  «
